and Germany the nut is known as the 
‘corossos nut'—which it is not, 
corossos nut being somethirg entirely 
different. The nut without its shell is 
here a’so called ‘vegetable ivory.’ It 
is one of the uncultivated products 


of South America, and is impert- 
ed chicfly from Ecuador and the 
}| Unitel States of Colombia. It grows 


upon a specics of palm tree about four- 
teen feet high, which is found in im- 
mense groves along the banks of th? 


soil, but not dislaining the higher | 
ground. What is called the female tree | 


yields a perfumed blossom. and. like 
the cocoanut tree, bears buds and blos- 
soms at the same time that the ripened 
nuts are dropping to the ground. The 
‘male tree’ also blossoms, but its flowers 
never turn ty fruit. The nuts grow in 
thick clusters close to the trunk of the 
tree. They arc ;athered by the natives, 
who carry them in eanocs or on their 
backs in baskets from the groves to the 
towns and villages along the rivers, 
where they sell them for a mere trifle.

At the faetories boys called ‘shuekers’ 
arcemploged to knock off the shells of | 
the nuts. The ‘ivory’ is then taken by 
sawyers and ‘slabbed, that is. cut with 
fine saws into disks. After being assort- 
edas tusizes the slabs are poet in bins | 
to dry thoroughly. At first they are 
bluish white: whendried they lose some 
of their bulk and turn dead-white. Next, | 
girls put them into turning-maehines, | 
by which they are converted into various 
button shapes. Dyers then take them 
and turn them out of their vats in four 
or five sets of colors. To others a mot- | 
tled appearance is imparted with brushes. | 
They are also made to imitate very close- | 


ly tortoise-shells. black cloths, especial-

ly black silk, and Scotch goods. I dare 
say you Ruve often had ivory- 
nut buttons on your clothing, and | 


thought they were bone or cloth-covered. 
They wear and hold a polish excellently. 
Such things as baby rattles, umbrella 
heads, cane heads, and hooks and eyes, | 
are also made from ivory-nuts. 

“The older the ‘ivory’ gets, the harder | 
it becomes, and, if undyed, the whiter. 
Its usefulness has become greatly re- | 
stricted by the small size of the nut. | 
Experiments have long been unsuccess- | 
fully tried tomake the ivory into blocks | 
of any size by reducing the nuts to pow- | 
der and then moulding the mass to- 
yether fy powerful machine pressure. | 
If any one could sueceed in inventing | 
means to do this, itis safe to say a fort- 
ine would await him. ‘Vegetable ivory’ 
would then supersede celtuloid, which 
is affected by moisture and smells of 
camphor, and is also much more expen- 
sive. The supply of ivory nuts is vast 
At the head of the Amazon river, not to 
mention other parts of South America, 
there are thousands of acres thickly 
covered with nuts, which, left for years 
untouched, are rotting away.

which the nutscome. The Ucuador nuts 
rank highest, and of these there are 
two grades, the first coming from Tuma- 
co, and the second from Guayaquil.” 


Cornwall's Uranium Mine. 

The discovery of a lode of uranium at 
the Union mines, Cornwall. 
nounced several months ago. 
believed to be the only known lode of 
that metal in the world, as it had pre- 
viously been found only in isolated 
pockets and patches. Since the discov- 
ery was made steps have been taken to 
develop the lode and to work the mine. 
Experimental works for procuring the 
metal from the ore were fitted upin 
London, and there the ore has been sub- 
mitted to treatment in order to deter- 
mine the best and most economical 
method of extraction. The market 
price of the metal is about ten thousand 
dollars per ton. It is proposed to sub 

titute it for gold in electro-piating, and 
itis also expected to prove very useful 
in electric lighting.
